EXTENDING USE OF TELEPHONE

The telephone is gradually supplanting the telegraph 
as a means of train dispatching. Today, not only are 
a majority of the orders regulating train movement 
handled by telephone, but also a great volume of general 
communications. 

In using the telephone instead of the telegraph for 
train dispatching, the information is handled in less time, 
less training is required to handle the telephone efficient- 
ly, there is less physical and mental strain on the dis- 
patchers in making the calls, and operators who have be- 
come incapacitated as good telegraph operators are still 
able to handle the business efficiently by telephone. 

On account of the increased efficiency and greater ease 
in handling train operations with the telephone, it is pos- 
sible for a dispatcher to handle a longer stretch of rail- 
road than with the telegraph with little or no increased 
effort.

FOR HEALTH 


Public Health Nursing, Nutrition | 


and Home Hygiene Work 
Cover the Country. 


Important contributions to public 
health were made by the American 
Red Cross through its Public Health 
Nursing Service, Nutrition Service, 
and in instruction in Home Hygiene 
and Care of the Sick. In every State 
and’ Alaska, with the exception of 
Delaware and Nevada, instruction 
was given by the Red Cross, also in 
the Philippines, Hawaii, Porto Rico, 
and Virgin Islands. A total of 57,370 
women and girls learned to make a 
hygienic rome, and caré for the sick 
in their homes. 

The United States Public Health 
Service estimates that adequate rural 
health nursing service would cost 


$22,200.000 annually, but would save | 


a billion dollars in value of human 
life, earning power, and economic con- 
servation. The American Red Cross, 
through its Public Health Nurses, of 
whom there were nearly 800 on duty 
the past year, is doing its part in 
meeting this requirement. “ie 

The Red Cross, through its nutri- 
tion Service, taught thousands what 
to eat for health. In this country, 24 
States were served with from one to 
ten Red Cross Chapter nutrition pro- 
grams in each State. In 388 States, 
nutrition instruction was given either 
through the regular nutrition instruc- 
tors or through volunteer dietitians. 

During the school year an average 
of 15,418 individuals a month, includ- 
ing parents, teachers, pre-school, and 
school children, were assisted to a 
better knowledge of food in its rela- 
tion to health, and how to apply it to 
their daily lives. In March, 111,219 
individuals received this instruction, 
while during the year 38,588 classes 
were conducted and 6,450 conferences 
and home visits were given by nutri- 
tionists, thus reaching thousands of 
individuals. é 

The Annual Rell Call for Member- 
ship from November 11 to 25 is an in- 
vitation to all persons to assist in 
maintenance of such services through 
another year by enrolling in the 
American Red Cross.

SHOW UPWARD TREND 


Aid 


Disaster Relief, Veterans’ 
Foremost in Fiscal Year. 
Services All Vital. 


Expenditures by the American Red 
Cross for the last year showed a 
curve as compared with 
those for the preceding year—$11,892- 
869.35 as against $10,321,679.80. The 
outstanding appropriations were for 
disaster relief and assistance to dis- 
abled veterans. For disaster relief 
the American Red Cross expended 
$3,871,827, of which the National Or- 
ganization contributed $3,642,827, and 
the Red Cross Chapters $229,000. For 
disabled veterans, a total of $3,628,178 
was called for, of which National 
Headquarters ‘appropriated $1,641,178, 
and Chapters, $1,987,000. 

The disaster relief figures do not 
include the Florida operations, which 
occurred after the end of the fiscal 
year, in addition to the work for dis- 
abled veterans, the Red Cross con- 
tinued its work on behalf of men in 
the Regular Army and Navy and 
Marine Corps, which called for a total 
appropriation of $509,451. 

The enrolled nurses’ reserve, from 
which nurses for disasters and other 
emergencies are called, cost $47,382, 
borne entirely by the National Head- 
quarters. Public. Health Nursing, a 
part of the Red Cross program of 
national health work, cost $866,823; 
instruction in home hygiene and care 
of the sick required $152,466 in nu- 
trition instruction, $164,107 was ex- 
pended. 

The Red Cross campaign to reduce 
degths from accidents and drowning, 
conducted by the First Aid and Life- 
Saving Service, called for $352,335, 
and has shown tangible results in 
lives saved annually. 

The Junior Red Cross, one of the 
foremost peace influences in the 
world, was carried on at a cost of 
$531,053. All local Chapter activities 
of the Red Cross cost $823,000, while 
other domestic operations of the Red 
Cross, borne by National Head- 
quarters, amounted to $264,040. 

The remainder of the fiscal year’s 
expenditures were accounted for in 
insular and foreign operations, 
of which foreign disasters in 
which the American Red Cross 
served, absorbed $53,075; League of 


‘Red Cross Societies, $180,000; Junior 


Red Cross foreign projects, $74,065; 
assistance to insular Chapters, $49,- 
599: other insular and foreign work, 
$54,783; supervision of service ac- 
tivities and general management, 

270,629.27. 

The total expenditures for the year 
ended June 30 last were divided: 
National Organization, $7,381,869.35; 
local Chapters, $4, 511, 000. In the 
Tenth Annual Roll Call’ November 11 
to 25, the public_is invited to share in 
this vast work done in their name 
by enrolling in the American Red 
Cross as members.

This harmony is recruiting a vast 
army of men, women and children 
who are setting out to create their 
own music, It is one of man’s inher- 
ent instincts, this desire to produce 
pleasing tunes. 

“No matter how far short he may 
be from the accepted standards of his 
instrument, the player derives fam 
more satisfaction and pleasure in the 
that he is creating music 
than he could possibly feel from the 
strains of the modern masters, arti- 
ficially reproduced.

“Our schools have been developed 
so that now a child can learn to be 
a carpenter, mechanic, printer, or any 
one of a number of other professions, 
all at the public expense, which is as 
it should be,’ says Mr. Greenleaf. 
“The day is at hand for school author- 
ities to extend the same opportunity 
to children who desire to take up mu- 
sie as a life work. 

“Music is a healthful influence, 
Parents are learning that the band is 
better than the ‘gang’ for their 
youngsters. ‘ 

“Musie is a mental stimulant. A 
survey recently conducted in the 
schools of a mid-western city revealed 
that children who had studied music 
averaged considerably higher in all 
lines of school activities.” 


Music Lures High 
School Students 


One in Three of Denver Pu- 
pils Trained by Private 
Instructors 


Elkhart, Ind.—More boys and girls 
of high school age are seriously study- 
ing musi¢ today than ever before. In- 
formation reaching the Conn Music 
Center here indicates an unusually 


high degree of interest in music by 
secondary school pupils. 

An example of conditions said to be 
representative of the country is to be 
found in Denver, according to the Mu- 
sie Center, where the ratio of students 
studying music is one in three. A re- 
port on 1,746 high school pupiis by J. 
©. Kendel, director of music in the 
Denver schools, showed that 625 were 
studying music under private instruc- 
tors. 

There are 8,292 musical instruments 
in the families from which these boys 
and girls come, and in 61 of the homes 
there is a definite musical organiza- 
tion such as an instrumental trio, a 
quartette or a small band.. One home 
even reported an 11-piece orchestra as 
their solution to the problem of hold- 
ing a large family together. 

Orchestra music is preferred by 27 
per cent of the Denver children, dance 
musie by 20 per cent, instrumental by 
19 per cent, band music by 17 per cent 
and vocal by 14 per cent.
